Gulf spill surpasses Valdez; plug try 
going well 


Jamaica: 74 killed in hunt 
for alleged drug lord 


COVINGTON, Louisiana (AP) 
-An untested procedure to plug 
the blown-out oil well in the 
Gulf of Mexico seemed to be 
working, officials said yester¬ 
day, but new estimates showed 
the spill has already surpassed 
the Exxon Valdez as the worst 
in U.S. history. 

A team of scientists trying to 
determine how much oil has 
been flowing since the offshore 
rig Deepwater Horizon ex¬ 
ploded April 20 and sank two 
days later found the rate was 
more than twice and possibly 
up to five times as high as pre¬ 
viously thought. 

The fallout from the spill has 
stretched all the way to Wash¬ 
ington, where the head of the 
federal agency that oversees 
offshore drilling resigned yes¬ 
terday and President Barack 
Obama insisted his administra¬ 
tion, not BP, was calling the 
shots. His comments marked a 
change in emphasis from earlier 
administration assertions that 
the government was overseeing 
the operation. 

BP said the risky procedure, 


known as a top kill, was force- 
feeding mud into the blowout 
preventer and going according 
to plan. 

As for the spill, even using 
the most conservative estimate, 
the leak has grown to nearly 18 
million gallons over the past 
five weeks. In the worst case 
scenario, if 39 million gallons 
has spilled, the oil would fill 
enough jugs to stretch from the 
Louisiana marshes to Prince 
William Sound in Alaska. 
That's where the Exxon Valdez 
ran aground in 1989, spilling 
nearly 11 million gallons. 

"Now we know the true 
scale of the monster we are 
fighting in the Gulf," said Je¬ 
remy Symons, vice president of 
the National Wildlife Federa¬ 
tion. "BP has unleashed an un¬ 
stoppable force of appalling 
proportions." 

In Washington, meanwhile, 
Minerals Management Service 
Director Elizabeth Bimbaum 
stepped down from the job she 
has held since July 2009. Her 
agency has come under wither¬ 
ing criticism from lawmakers 


of both parties over lax over¬ 
sight of drilling and cozy ties 
with industry. 

An internal Interior Depart¬ 
ment report released earlier this 
week found that between 2000 
and 2008, agency staff mem¬ 
bers accepted tickets to sports 
events, lunches and other gifts 
from oil and gas companies and 
used government computers to 
view pornography. 

Polls show the public is 
souring on the administration's 
handling of the catastrophe, and 
Obama sought to assure Amer¬ 
icans that the government is in 
control. "I take responsibility. It 
is my job to make sure this 
thing is shut down," Obama 
said at a news conference. 

He announced that a new 
moratorium on drilling permits 
will be extended for six months. 
He also said he was suspending 
planned exploration drilling off 
the coasts of Alaska and Vir¬ 
ginia and on 33 wells currently 
being drilled in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


WASHINGTON - The At¬ 
lantic storm season may be the 
most intense since 2005, when 
Hurricane Katrina killed over 
a thousand people after crash¬ 
ing through Gulf of Mexico 
energy facilities, the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment's top climate agency 
predicted yesterday. 

In its first forecast for the 
storm season that begins next 
Tuesday, the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion forecast 14 to 23 named 
storms, with 8 to 14 develop¬ 
ing into hurricanes, nearly 
matching 2005's record of 15. 

Three to seven of those 
could be major Category 3 or 
above hurricanes, with winds 
of more than 110 miles per 
hour (177 km per hour), the 
agency said, echoing earlier 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) - 
Security forces went door-to- 
door through a bullet-pocked 
Jamaican slum yesterday and 
said at least 74 people were 
killed in four days of gunbat- 
tles as they searched for a re¬ 
puted drug lord. 

The target of the manhunt, 
Christopher "Dudus" Coke, 
was nowhere to be found. 

"We are still searching for 
Mr. Coke," said Deputy Police 
Chief Glenmore Hinds. "Cer¬ 
tainly we can't disclose where 
we are looking." 

Hinds said police and sol¬ 
diers have found 73 bodies, 
three of which were killed in 
incidents not related to the raid. 

"The 73 bodies we're 
speaking about are all civil¬ 
ians," Hinds said. "But civi¬ 
lians are sometimes gunmen 
and gunwomen." 

He confirmed three police 
officers were killed in the 
fighting, and the army earlier 
said a soldier was killed as 
well. Twenty-eight security 
forces were injured. Hinds de¬ 


predictions from meteorolo¬ 
gists for a particularly severe 
season that could disrupt U.S. 
oil, gas and refinery operations. 

In addition to the risk that 
major hurricanes can pose to 
about one-quarter of U.S. oil 
production and more than a 
10th of natural gas output off¬ 
shore in the Gulf of Mexico, 
this year's storms could threa¬ 
ten to complicate efforts to 
combat the environmental dis¬ 
aster of BP's gushing oil well. 

The hurricane season offi¬ 
cially starts on June 1 and typ¬ 
ically peaks between late 
August and mid-October. An 
average Atlantic hurricane sea¬ 
son brings 11 tropical storms 
with six hurricanes, including 
two major hurricanes, NOAA 
said. 


nied claims by residents that 
police were burning some bo¬ 
dies. 

Security forces were in con¬ 
trol in Tivoli Gardens, the slum 
where Coke enjoys widespread 
support and is referred to as 
"president." 

Sporadic gunfire could still 
be heard in the neighboring 
slum of Denham Town, where 
some streets remained barri¬ 
caded by local gang members. 

A crowd of some 100 peo¬ 
ple in Denham Town pointed 
at May Pen cemetery, shouting 
to reporters: "There are a lot of 
bodies over there." Soldiers 
patrolled the cemetery and 
barred anyone from entering. 

The director of Jamaica's 
Red Cross said he was trying 
to get access to the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

"We know there are people 
with urgent needs there," Jaslin 
Salmon said. "We've also been 
told there are bodies in there." 

More than 500 people have 
been arrested in connection 
with the four days of fighting, 
most of them in Tivoli Gar¬ 
dens. Police were searching for 
weapons, but so far have found 
only six weapons and 7,000 
rounds of ammunition, Hinds 
said. 

Community groups said po¬ 
lice should have expected the 
violent reaction to the raid, es¬ 
pecially since Coke supporters 
had been hoarding weapons 
since the U.S. demanded his 
extradition last August. Prime 
Minister Bruce Golding, 
whom Coke helped get elec¬ 
ted, had wavered nine months 
before agreeing to extradite 
him. 

Information Minister Daryl 
Vaz said officials are trying to 
identify the bodies and that the 
government will launch an in¬ 
dependent investigation into 
police actions in the raid. 

It is speculated that Christo¬ 
pher "Dudus" Coke may have 
fled the country.

Ferguson to talk about 
scandal to Oprah Winfrey 



CHICAGO, Illimos (AP) - 
The Duchess of York is taking 
her side of the story to the 
queen of television. 

Just days ago, a British 
tabloid reported that Sarah Fer¬ 
guson was caught on video of¬ 
fering access to her former 
husband, Prince Andrew, for 
$724,000. Now, she's going to 
tell her side of the story to 
Oprah Winfrey. 

"The Oprah Winfrey Show" 
says the interview with the 
Duchess of York will air Tues¬ 
day. 

The program says it will be 
Ferguson's first TV interview 
since the news broke last eek- 
end. 

But Ferguson hasn't been 
hiding out. On Wednesday she 
appeared before booksellers 
and librarians at a New York 
trade show to promote chil¬ 
dren's books. She didn't ad¬ 
dress the scandal directly 
during a panel with other au¬ 
thors at Book Expo America 
but made a few references to it. 

Sarah Ferguson was once 


considered a lively spark, just 
the thing to brighten up 
Britain's staid royal family 
when she married Prince An¬ 
drew and became Duchess of 
York. 

But in recent years, the 
brash redhead has found her¬ 
self in trouble. She was the 
royal who struggled to control 
her weight and balance her 
checkbook — and often ended 
up in the tabloid newspapers 
for all the wrong reasons. 

Though work in America 
improved her bank account 
and her image, Ferguson took 
a blow over the weekend when 
a Sunday tabloid reported that 
she had offered access to An¬ 
drew, Britain's special repre¬ 
sentative for trade and 
investment, to an undercover 
reporter. Her price? Allegedly 
a half-million pounds 
($724,000), with a $40,000 
down payment. 

Ferguson, 50 and the 
mother to two princesses, has 
said she never felt able to ful¬ 
fill her role as a royal.

Back Then 





The natural inborn quality of 
good manners of the local 
Arubans was a real quality, not 
a forced one. There was a true 
elegance in greeting and re¬ 
ceiving others. It was, and in 
many still is, a tradition to 
smile and say ‘bon dia’ or ‘bon 
tarde’ (obviously depending on 
the time of day) when one 
passed another close by on the 
sidewalk or wherever one was 
walking: staircase, hotel lobby, 
coming out of a store.lt was a 
sign of friendliness and also of 
respect, particularly toward 
older people. 

It was what made Aruba so 
desirable a tourist destination. 
The first tourists expected a Ja¬ 
maica-West Indian atmosphere 
because of that island's popu¬ 
larity then. They did not expect 
a Dutch-Latin society. No, we 
did not walk barefoot with bas¬ 
kets of laundry on our heads 
going to the rivers to wash our 
dirty clothes. We don't have 
rivers; we do have washing 
machines or hand laundry in 
the clean water from the de¬ 
salination plant even then. 
And, yes, please drink the 
water. 

It was therefore disconcer¬ 
ting for salespeople in local 
jewelry stores at the time to 
have tourists come in and go 
directly to the counter and start 


talking, without even a hello or 
good morning, often ignoring 
the fact that another customer 
was being attended to. It was 
smile-time, however, when 
someone would point to a 
necklac e and demand to know 
the price right then. " 25,000 
dollars, sir." Mouth agape, no 
sign of speech, and out the 
door. Early hotel workers also 
found it unsettling when their 
smiles and greetings were not 
returned. It was just such a na¬ 
tural thing to do. 

The same quality was 
shown when a tourist got lost 
driving around the island. 
After stopping a car to ask di¬ 
rections or when a car stopped 
noticing the occupants looked 
lost, the Aruban would say 
"Follow me" and lead them to 
their destination or to the road 
they needed. No tips were ac¬ 
cepted. It was simply an act of 
inborn courtesy. One way to 
get an Aruban to accept a tip, 
it was finally learned, was to 
ask if he or she had children. 

"Buy something for your 
kids." 

In Oranjestad, street signs 
may be on a street corner or 


not; may be on the side of a 
building or not; may be under 
an awning or not. If visitors 
were lost walking the streets, 
Arubans would walk with 
them to the right corner and 
point out the store they were 
looking for or walk with them 
to their chosen spot pointing 
out landmarks. It was just the 
natural thing to do and always 
with a smile. 

An important travel writer 
of the 60's and 70's wrote that 
"The smiles of the Aruban peo¬ 
ple are the real thing. 

They're not pasted on nor 
turned on for the moment. 
They're as warm as the sun." 
Recently an ex-pat living on 
Aruba since "back then" went 
into a small print shop in a 
small town in New England. 
She said good morning and 
smiled at a woman standing at 
the counter waiting for service. 
After a few seconds, the 
woman said, "You're not from 
here, are you? We don't do that 
any more." When told she was 
from Aruba, the woman smiled 
and said, "Of course, I know 
about the friendly people on 
Aruba."

The computer security firm 
Symantec announced today it 
will expand its Norton line of 
security software to smart¬ 
phones, tablet computers and 
other Internet-enabled devices 
- even to TVs, automobiles 
and digital picture frames. 

”We are entering a new era 
where non-PC devices are 
exploding in numbers, which 
means more opportunity for 
cybercriminals. It’s becoming 
more and more critical for 
consumers to be protected 
beyond their PCs,” said Jan¬ 
ice Chaffin, president of the 
Consumer Business Unit at 
Symantec. 

Symantec is known 
mostly for its Norton an¬ 
tivirus software. But over the 
past three years, the com¬ 
pany's work on cloud com¬ 
puting storage, internet 
parental controls and applica¬ 
tion reputations (safety rat¬ 
ings for just about any file 
downloaded online) paved 
the way for the new push into 
mobile computing security. 

Meanwhile, there are 5 
things consumers need to 
know about the "Norton 
Everywhere” effort:

Rich countries 
pledge $4B to 
stop 

deforestation 

OSLO, Norway - Developed 
nations pledged more than $4 
billion Thursday to finance a 
program meant to help poor 
countries protect their forests 
and slow global warming. 

An agency monitoring the 
aid will be up and running 
before U.N. climate talks 
start in Cancun, Mexico, later 
this year, the European 
Union's climate commis¬ 
sioner said at a conference on 
deforestation in Oslo. 

Also, Indonesia agreed to 
a two-year moratorium on is¬ 
suing new permits for forest 
destruction as part of a $1 bil¬ 
lion deal with Norway that 
would pay Indonesia a fixed 
sum per ton of C02 emis¬ 
sions reduced through rain 
forest preservation. Norway 
has had a similar deal with 
Brazil since the mid-1990s. 

Deforestation, the burning 
of woodlands or the rotting of 
felled trees, is thought to ac¬ 
count for up to 20 percent of 
carbon dioxide released into 
the atmosphere — as much as 
is emitted by all the world's 
cars, trucks, trains, planes 
and ships combined. 

The new program — called 
REDD Plus, for Reducing 
Emissions from Deforestation 
and Degradation — will en¬ 
courage rich nations to volun¬ 
tarily finance forest-protecting 
projects while coordinating 
that aid to avoid waste and en¬ 
sure transparency. 

It was approved — but not 
implemented — at the U.N. 
climate talks in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, in December. 

In Oslo, Germany, France, 
Norway, the U.S., Britain, Aus¬ 
tralia and Japan pledged $4 bil¬ 
lion to finance REDD Plus 
through 2012, with Denmark 
and Sweden adding $73 million 
more to the effort on Thursday. 

The new monitoring 
agency would oversee indi¬ 
vidual agreements between 
countries to fight deforesta¬ 
tion and educate local popu¬ 
lations who live off forests — 
estimated at more than 1 bil¬ 
lion worldwide — to do so in 
a sustainable way. 

EU climate commissioner 
Connie Hedegaard said the 
new agency, and a compre¬ 
hensive database that will 
help streamline aid combat¬ 
ing deforestation, were tangi¬ 
ble results that would build 
momentum in climate talks 
ahead of the Cancun summit. 

Indonesia's President 
Susilo Bambang Yudhoyono 
said the new agency would 
"decrease a trust deficit” that 
has stymied progress in wider 
climate talks, as wealthy 
countries express concern 
about how aid money is used 
in poor nations. 



Normally when you see or 
imagine someone else in 
pain, your brain experiences 
a twinge of pain as well. Not 
so when race and bias come 
into play, scientists now find. 

Intriguingly, people re¬ 
spond with empathy when 
pain is inflicted on others 
who don't fit into any precon¬ 
ceived racial category, such 
as those who appear to have 
violet-colored skin. 

"This is quite important 
because it suggests that hu¬ 
mans tend to empathize by 
default unless prejudice is at 
play,” said researcher Salva¬ 
tore Maria Aglioti, a cogni¬ 
tive and social neuroscientist 
at the Sapienza University of 
Rome in Italy. 

Scientists asked volun¬ 
teers in Italy of Italian and 
African descent to watch 
short films showing either 
needles penetrating a person's 
hand or a Q-tip gently touch¬ 
ing the same spot. At the 
same time, they measured 
brain and nervous system ac¬ 
tivity. 

When the volunteers saw 
the hands get poked, the brain 
and nervous system activity 
revealed the same spot on 
each volunteer's own hands 
reacted involuntarily when 
the person in the film was of 
the same race. Those of a dif¬ 
ferent race did not provoke 
the same response. 

However, when both 
white and black volunteers 
saw violet-colored hands get 
jabbed, they responded em- 
pathetically. This suggests 
that people normally auto¬ 
matically feel the pain of oth¬ 
ers, and the lack of empathy 
that volunteers showed for 
people of other races was 
learned and not innate. 

"This default reactivity of 
human beings implies empa¬ 
thy with the pain of 
strangers,” said researcher 
Alessio Avenanti of the Uni¬ 
versity of Bologna in Italy. 
"However, racial bias may 
suppress this empathic reac¬ 
tivity, leading to a dehuman¬ 
ized perception of others' 
experience.” 

It could make evolutionary 


sense that we feel less empa¬ 
thy for people who are differ¬ 
ent than us. "In case of war or 
even a friendly competition 
like a football game, it could 
be adaptive to feel less empa¬ 
thy for people we consider 
our opponents,” said social 
neuroscientist Joan Chiao at 
Northwestern University in 
Evanston, Ill., who did not 
take part in this research. 

Then again, "it also makes 
evolutionary sense for us to 
feel the pain of others, as it 
might cue that there is danger 
close by,” Chiao noted. 
"Also, without feeling the 
pain of others, it could be 
harder to motivate altruistic 
behaviors, especially if such 
behaviors come at a cost.” 

Essentially, for the 
stranger in pain, in order to 
elicit help, he or she would 
need to actually get the 
stranger to feel empathy. 

While the ability for cul¬ 
ture to regulate empathy 
could be helpful, "when you 
feel prejudices that are not 
adaptive, that are not rooted 
in reality, that shows that 
there can be a darker side to 
empathy regulation," Chiao 
added. 

These new findings could 
suggest one could help deal 
with racial prejudice with 
methods designed to restore 
empathy for others, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

"One can reduce empathy, 
but one can also promote it, 
learning positive associations 
with another group," Chiao 
said.

Showing Gratitude for 
Partner’s Generosity 
Strengthens Bonds 



When you do something for 
your romantic partner, is it 
the thought that counts? 

Yes, but a new study sug¬ 
gests something else matters: 
the return favor of gratitude. 

“Feelings of gratitude and 
generosity are helpful in so¬ 
lidifying our relationships 
with people we care about, 
and benefit the one giving as 
well as the one on the receiv¬ 


ing end,” study author Sara 
Algoe, an assistant professor 
of research in the psychology 
department at the University 
of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, said in a news release. 

The researchers followed 
more than 65 couples in on¬ 
going relationships and 
tracked their levels of satis¬ 
faction and connection on a 
day-to-day basis. 

The study authors found 
that people were deeply af¬ 
fected by their partners’ lev¬ 
els of gratitude. 

“Gratitude triggers a cas¬ 
cade of responses within the 
person who feels it in that 
very moment, changing the 
way the person views the 
generous benefactor, as well 
as motivations toward the 
benefactor,” Algoe said. 
“This is especially true when 
a person shows that they care 
about the partner’s needs and 
preferences.”

Tanning beds can greatly boost 

Melanoma risk 


People who use tanning beds to 
keep that year-round glow are 
dramatically increasing their 
risk for developing melanoma, 
the deadliest of skin cancers, a 
new study finds. 

In fact, the more you tan 
and the longer you tan, the 
more the risk increases, re¬ 
searchers noted. 

"We found the risk of 
melanoma was 74 percent 
higher in persons who tanned 
indoors than in persons who 
had not,” said lead researcher 
DeAnn Lazovich, an associ¬ 
ate professor at the division 
of epidemiology and commu¬ 
nity health at the University 
of Minnesota. 

”We also found that peo¬ 
ple who tanned indoors a lot 
were 2.5 to 3 times more 
likely to develop melanoma 
than people who had never 
tanned indoors,” she added. 
In the context of the study, ”a 
lot” of indoor tanning meant 
a total of at least 50 hours of 
tanning bed exposure, or 
more than 100 sessions, or at 


least 10 years of regular tan¬ 
ning bed use. 

The report is published in 
the May 27 issue of Cancer 
Epidemiology, Biomarkers & 
Prevention. 

For the study, Lazovich's 
team collected data on 
melanoma cases in Min¬ 
nesota from 2004 through 
2007. The researchers also 
conducted interviews and had 
patients complete question¬ 
naires about indoor tanning, 
including the devices used, 
when the person began tan¬ 
ning and for how long. 

The researchers found that 
among 1,167 people with 
melanoma, almost two-thirds 
(63 percent) had used tanning 
beds. Among those who used 
tanning beds, the risk for de¬ 
veloping melanoma rose 74 
percent, Lazovich’s group 
found. 

The risk for melanoma 
was significant whether the 
tanning beds used both UVA 
and UVB rays or UVA rays 
only. For beds using UVA 


rays, the risk of melanoma 
was increased 4.4-fold. 

” What is remarkable about 
our results are that they are 
very consistent,” Lazovich 
said. ”We found these rela¬ 
tionships whether we looked 
at it by age, by gender, by 
where the tumor was found 
or by how we measured how 
much people tanned or what 
kind of devices they used.” 

Lazovich noted that the 
danger is particularly acute 
among young women who 
seem to have a predilection 
for indoor tanning. 

’’Indoor tanning is an un¬ 
derappreciated problem, espe¬ 
cially among young women. 
More young women tan in¬ 
doors than smoke cigarettes, 
and melanoma is the second 
most common cancer diag¬ 
nosed in young women,” she 
said. ’’And there is evidence 
that the incidence of 
melanoma is increasing in 
young women. It’s time to pay 
a little more attention to this as 
a risk factor that is avoidable.”

China boosts euro, Spain 


wins austerity vote 


BEIJING/BERLIN - The euro 
rebounded yetserday after 
China reaffirmed its long-term 
strategy of diversifying cur¬ 
rency holdings away from the 
dollar and denied it was re¬ 
viewing its holdings of euro 
sovereign bonds. 

Spain’s minority socialist 
government won parliamen¬ 
tary backing for its austerity 
program by a single vote in a 
drive to cut its budget deficit 
and regain market confidence 
dented by a euro zone debt cri¬ 
sis that began in Greece. 

The People’s Bank of China 
said in a statement that a Fi¬ 
nancial Times report that the 


State Administration of For¬ 
eign Exchange (SAFE) was 
concerned about its exposure 
to euro zone debt was ground¬ 
less. 

The central bank said Eu¬ 
rope would remain one of 
China’s main investment mar¬ 
kets and Beijing would support 
actions to help the European 
Union resolve its debt crisis. 

The Kuwait Investment Au¬ 
thority also denied a media re¬ 
port that the Gulf oil producer’s 
sovereign wealth fund was re¬ 
ducing its exposure to the euro 
zone, saying there was no 
change to its long-term invest¬ 
ment strategy in Europe. 


Geithner: US, Europe broadly agree 
on reform 


BERLIN, Germany (AP) — 
The U.S. and Europe broadly 
agree on the need for reform of 
the financial system, but global 
cooperation is needed, Treas¬ 
ury Secretary Timothy Geith¬ 
ner said yesterday. He also said 
countries are working together 
to balance cutting back deficits 
with supporting economic 
growth. 

Geithner met German Fi¬ 
nance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble during a two-day 
visit to Europe that also took 
him to Britain and to the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank in Frank¬ 
furt. 

The trip comes amid ongo¬ 
ing market volatility following 
European nations’ agreement 
this month on a euro750 billion 
(nearly $ 1 trillion) loan back¬ 
stop for governments in danger 
of defaulting on debt — cou¬ 
pled with efforts to cut budget 
deficits. 

Germany, the eurozone’s 
biggest economy, pushed that 
deal through parliament last 
week. Geithner welcomed Ber¬ 
lin's "leadership role" in putting 
together "this very strong 
framework," as well as its 
speedy action to implement it. 

He deflected worries that 
austerity measures could lead 
to an economic setback. He un¬ 
derlined the need to reduce 
debt "to sustainable levels over 
the medium term" and added 
that "we're going to get there at 
somewhat different paces." 

"We are working very 
closely together to try to make 
sure that we are strengthening 
and reinforcing this global re¬ 
covery," he said. 


Schaeuble noted that the 
rules governing the euro are ti¬ 
tled the "stability and growth 
pact" and said countries would 
try to do justice to both ele¬ 
ments. 

The eurozone rescue pack¬ 
age — preceded by a rescue for 
Greece that remains unpopular 
in Germany — has been ac¬ 
companied by renewed Euro¬ 
pean determination to advance 
regulatory reform of the finan¬ 
cial system. Many on the con¬ 
tinent contend that speculative 
market practices exacerbated 
the debt crisis. 

Last week, European Union 
governments overrode British 
objections and U.S. worries to 
tighten rules for hedge funds, 
and Germany unilaterally an¬ 
nounced curbs on traders of 
government debt and bank 
stocks — a move that rattled 
markets. 

Geithner accentuated areas 
of trans-Atlantic agreement but 
stressed the U.S. commitment 
to a "a cooperative global ap¬ 
proach" leading up to next 
month's summit of the Group 
of 20, which combines rich 
countries with emerging na¬ 
tions such as China and India. 

"The United States and Eu¬ 
rope are in broad agreement on 
the importance of putting in 
place more conservative con¬ 
straints on risk-taking, more 
conservative capital require¬ 
ments, bringing transparency 
and disclosure to derivatives 
markets, making sure that the 
regulators and supervisors can 
do their job," Geithner said. 

He acknowledged that

Slow-motion recovery 
keeps unemployment high 


WASHINGTON (AP)- High 
unemployment isn't going 
away. 

The slow-motion pace of 
economic growth shows the 
recovery is too weak to gene¬ 
rate enough jobs for 15.3 mil¬ 
lion unemployed people. And 
a still-elevated number of new 
filings for jobless benefits sug¬ 
gests layoffs continue to com¬ 
plicate the problem. 

Two government reports 
yesterday offered new evi¬ 
dence on all of those fronts. 

For many Americans, it 
doesn't feel much like a recov¬ 
ery. 

The unemployed face fierce 
competition for job openings. 
Those with jobs are watching 
their paychecks shrink. A 
growing number of people are 
at risk of falling into foreclo¬ 
sure. And people with only the 
most stellar credit are likely to 


get a new loan. 

"We're out of recession, but 
the recovery is not going to 
bring a whole lot of smiles," 
said Joel Naroff, of Naroff 
Economic Advisors. 

The economy grew at a 3 
percent annual rate from Janu¬ 
ary to March, according to a 
new estimate released by the 
Commerce Department yester¬ 
day. The new reading, based 
on more complete information, 
was slightly weaker than an 
initial estimate of 3.2 percent a 
month ago. 

Consumers spent less than 
first estimated. Same goes for 
business spending on equip¬ 
ment and software. And, the 
nation's trade deficit was a big¬ 
ger drag on economic activity. 
Those factors led to slower 
growth last quarter than first 
estimated. 


different approaches because 
we have different systems." 

But "we all agree on the 
need for a common frame¬ 
work," he added. "These are 
global markets, you need com¬ 
mon standards — you don't 
want to just let risk move out¬ 
side the scope of regulation." 

He didn't comment directly 
on the German ban on so- 
called naked short-selling and 
planned legislation to cement it 
in law. 

Schaeuble — who acknowl¬ 
edged that "the American ap¬ 
proach is a somewhat different 
one" — renewed his defense of 
the move, saying it was justi¬ 
fied given recent months' expe¬ 
riences and could be 
superseded by future European 
regulation. 

One area of agreement is the 
need for a levy on major banks 
to ensure that they cover the 
costs of any future banking cri¬ 
sis. 


In Paris yesterday, one of 
President Barack Obama's top 
advisers said it would be a mis¬ 
take for the U.S. to rapidly 
wind down stimulus measures 
to cut its deficit. 

"It would be wrong to 
tighten fiscal policy immedi¬ 
ately, as that would nip the nas¬ 
cent economic recovery in the 
bud," said Christina Romer, 
head of the White House Coun¬ 
cil of Economic Advisers. 

She advocated further 
measures such as fiscal relief 
for state and local governments 
and extension of emergency 
benefits for the long-term un¬ 
employed. 

Both Geithner and Schaeu¬ 
ble argued that it was no prob¬ 
lem for countries to take 
varying approaches. 

"The balance is going to be 
different in different countries," 
Geithner said. "That's a neces¬ 
sary, desirable thing. We all 
have slightly different room for 
maneuver." 

Schaeuble said European 
countries with aging popula¬ 
tions and lower potential 
growth have "narrower room 
for maneuver" on sustaining 
deficits than nations such as the 
U.S. with a strong growth dy¬ 
namic.

Celtics hope to avoid Bruins’ fate, 
reach finals

BOSTON - It's a good thing 
for the Boston Celtics that the 
NBA rescinded center 
Kendrick Perkins' technical 
foul and nixed his suspension. 

He might be the only big 
man they have left. 

Perkins was ejected from 
Boston's 113-92 loss to Or¬ 


lando in Game 5 of the East¬ 
ern Conference finals on 
Wednesday night after pick¬ 
ing up two technicals in the 
first half. The league re¬ 
scinded one on Thursday, 
clearing Perkins to play in 
Game 6 when Boston tries 
for the third time to eliminate 


the Magic and advance to the 
NBA finals. 

"It's another closeout game 
on their home court," Magic 
forward Rashard Lewis said. 
"I think the game on Friday 
will most definitely be the 
hardest game of the playoffs 
that we've ever faced. They're 
a veteran team. They'll come 
out with a lot of energy and a 
lot of heart, and I'm sure 
they're not going to want to 
come back to Orlando." 

And, even with Perkins, 
the Celtics will be short- 
handed. 

Backup Glen "Big Baby" 
Davis was diagnosed with a 
concussion and is likely to 
miss Friday night's game 
after blacking out on the 
court from an inadvertent 
elbow to the face in Game 5. 
Rasheed Wallace tweaked his 
back in the game, and his 
availability for Game 6 was 
not immediately known. 

"We're not a team that's 
going to look and say, 'Woe is 
me,'" said Celtics swingman 
Paul Pierce. "Our goal is to 
win one more game and end 
the series regardless of who 
we put out there. That just 
means guys have got to come 
together. One guys down, or 
two guys go down, it's got to 
come from everybody." 

The Celtics need a victory 
Friday night to avoid a trip 
back to Orlando for a seventh 
game, where a Magic victory 
would make them the first 
team in NBA history to come 
back from a 3-0 deficit in a 
best-of-seven playoff series. 

"I didn't like being in a 3- 
0 hole, but it's still doable. I 
don't think we've had a lack 
of belief," Orlando coach 
Stan Van Gundy said. "We 
can't go back and get those 
first three. ... I don't know 
why we didn't get at it, I don't 
know why we didn't play 
with the same type of energy 
in the first three games. I re¬ 
ally do not know." 

Only four times in North 
American pro sports history 
has a team come back from a 
3-0 deficit. But the Magic 
wouldn't even be the first to 
do it this month in Boston: 
The Bruins led the NHL's 
Eastern Conference semis 3- 
0 before the Philadelphia Fly¬ 
ers came back to advance — 
celebrating in the very same 
TD Garden locker room 
where the Magic dress.

Ivanovic, Date Krumm fizzle out 
in French Open tennis gloom

PARIS - Former champion 
Ana Ivanovic and super-se¬ 
nior Kimiko Date Krumm 
saw their French Open hopes 
fizzle out at rain-ravaged 
Roland Garros on Thursday, 
where over six hours of play 
were washed away. 

But Andy Roddick and 
Andy Murray, both outside 
bets for the men's title, safely 
made their way into the last 
32, while four-time champion 
Rafael Nadal was forced to 
wait until Friday for his third- 
round tie to get underway. 

Former women's winner 
Serena Williams also had to 
kick her heels, with their 
matches just two of the 41 
that were scrubbed from the 
rain-soaked schedule. 

Ivanovic, the 2008 cham¬ 
pion and former world num¬ 
ber one, bowed out meekly 
6-3, 6-0 to big-hitting Russ¬ 
ian 28th seed Alisa Kley- 
banova, who has made the 
last 32 for the first time. 

The defeat for Ivanovic, 
now ranked 42 in the world, 
was the earliest in her six vis¬ 
its to the tournament. 

"I didn't play that badly," 
insisted the 22-year-old Ser¬ 
bian, who has failed to reach 
the fourth round of any 
Grand Slam since her 2008 
win here. 

Kleybanova will now face 
Kazakhstan's Yaroslava 
Shvedova, who put out eighth 
seeded Pole Agnieszka Rad- 
wanska, for a fourth-round 
spot. 

Japan's Date Krumm, who 
turns 40 in September and 


made her Paris debut in 1989, 
was unable to repeat her stun¬ 
ning first-round dismissal of 
former world number one Di¬ 
nara Safina as she lost to Aus¬ 
tralia's Jarmila Groth. 

With Date Krumm carry¬ 
ing a calf injury, the Slova¬ 
kian-born Groth cruised to a 
6-0, 6-3 win and next faces 
compatriot Anastasia Rodi¬ 
onova, who put out Russian 
21st seed Vera Zvonareva. 

Date Krumm admitted she 
played against medical ad¬ 
vice. 

"I went to the clinic and 
the doctor said: 'Don't play. 
It's too risky,"’ she said. 

’’But it's a Grand Slam and 
it's very, very special for me. 
My character means that I 
don't like to retire or not 
play.” 

Serbian fourth seed Jelena 
Jankovic, twice a semi-final¬ 
ist, also moved into the last 
32 with a 6-2, 3-6, 6-4 win 
over Estonian qualifier Kaia 
Kanep. 

However, the titanic clash 
between French 13th seed 
Gael Monfils and Italy's

Favre surgery 
to Vikings 

EDEN PRAIRIE, Minn. - 
For the second straight 
spring, Brett Favre’s decision 
to have surgery down south 
has decreased any doubts in 
Minnesota about his desire to 
play. 

The body part has 
changed, from right shoulder 
to left ankle, but the name 
and the game remain the 
same. This time, the vibe 
around the Vikings is leaving 
even less intrigue than last 
year about whether Favre 
will be their quarterback this 
fall. 

Favre posted confirmation 
of the arthroscopic procedure 
on his personal website last 
Friday. He hasn't officially 
told the team he'll return, but 
the surgery sure was a strong 
suggestion. 

”1 think that’s some prom¬ 
ising news,” tight end Visan- 
the Shiancoe said after 
Thursday's practice. "Why'd 
he get ankle surgery? That's 


wasn't much 


the first thing that came 
through my mind. Seems like 
he got it for the season, be¬ 
cause that’s what he needed 
to come back to the Vikings. 
But whatever’s best for him 
and his family and for his old 
body — old, old, old body, I 
stress that. He has to make a 
decision that’s good for him." 

Favre’s future has been up 
in the air since the Vikings 
lost the NFC championship 
game to New Orleans in Jan¬ 
uary. He’s coming off what he 
has called the best season of 
his 19-year career, that forced 
interception in the fourth 
quarter against the Saints the 
only real blemish. 

Favre spoke often about 
how much fun he had playing 
for his one-time rivals, and 
that the Vikings coming so 
close to the Super Bowl 
ought to increase his appetite 
for more success even if the 
new grandpa will turn 41 in 
October.

"You always want to end 
on top," Shiancoe said. "Not 
saying that he personally did¬ 
n't end on top, but us as a 
team, man, we have unfin¬ 
ished business.

In August 2008, Toni com¬ 
peted on ABC's Dancing with 
Stars and headlined the Danc¬ 
ing with the Stars tour. Toni re¬ 
cently signed with Atlantic 
Records and is working on a 
new album scheduled for re¬ 
lease in early 2010.
